I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surve3^or!s  Department  of  your  Council! 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1953* 

The  year  1953  has  been  a notable  one  in  the  Kirkbymoorside i 
Rural  District  due  principally  to  the  completion  of ’a 'full  scher 
for  supplying  water  to  all  parishes,  consisting  of  the  laying 
of  over  14,600  yards  of  pipe.  Another  notable  point  has  been  j 
the  preparation  of  the  plans  for  a new  sewage  'disposal  works  foi 
Kirkbymoorside,  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  inadequate 
and  overburdened  works  at  Kirby  Mills.  An  order  has  also  been 
placed  for  a new  Bedford  refuse  collecting  vehicle  which  will 
greatly  improve  the  present  refuse  collecting  service. 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  the  Council  have  completed  the  erection  of 
cen  dwelling  houses  : eight  three-bedroomed  type  brick  houses  a'

^Slde/  two  three-bedroomed  type  stone  houses  at 
1 lie mo ox , two  uhree-bedroomed  and  two  two-bedroomed  brick  hous< 
at  Great  Eds  cone  ana  four  three-bedroomed  and  four  two-bedroomed 
brick  houses  at  Station  Road,  Nawton.  There  were  also  three 
dwellings  erected  by  private  individuals  during  the  year.

Of  these,  thirty-one  are  temporary  dwellings. 


The  Council  was  receiving  rent  from  109  dwellings  at  the  end 
of  1953. 

During  the  year  theCouncil  carried  out  an  extensive  programme 
for  the  repainting  of  68  houses  and  also  accepted  tenders  for  the 
installation  of  hot  water  systems  in  ten  houses  at  Rye dale  View 
and  the  laying  of  concrete  paths  to  twenty  two  houses  in  Ryedale 
Vi  ew. 

All  repairs  to  Council-owned  property  are  carried  out  by  local 
tradesmen.  During  1953  the  total  of  £900.12.4d  was  spent  on  H0using 
Repairs  and  renovation,  including  £631.1o.Od  which  was  the  cost  of 
painting  the  houses. 

In  January  1953 » "the  Council  aucioned  nine  Nissen  huts  at  Vivers 
Camp  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  obtain  alternative 
accommodation  for  all  families  at  this  Camp  during  the  coming  year. 

Che  remaining  huts  are  an  eye-sore  on  the  by-pass  road  and  it  is 
considered  that  steps  should  be  taken  as  early  as  possible  in  1954 
to  have  all  the  huts  vacated. and  removed. 

It  was  considered  necessary  at  the  beginning  of  1953  recommenc 
the  Rural  Housing  Survey  as  previous  records  were  out  of  date  and  of 
lit  Ale  use.  Only  fifty  six  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year, 
due  principally  to  information  received  that  new  legislation  would 
in  some  way  alter  procedure  for  procuring  repairs  and  renovations  to 
dwelling  houses.  It  we„s  considered  that  it  would  be  fruitless  to 
carry  or.  with  the  survey  until  there  is  a sounder  legislation  on  which 
to  work. 

It  can  be  pointed  out  that  of  the  fifty  six  houses  inspected, 
a large  proportion  did  require  repair. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

During  1953  a large  amount  of  the  work  in  the  Department  has 
been  in  connection  with  the  water  supply.  March  saw  the  commencement 
of  the  contracts  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  regional 
water  supplies  and  much  work  -was  entailed  in  maintaining  supplies 
of  fittings  for  these  two  contracts.  In  the  late  summer  a ’’freak11 
draught  was  forced  upon  us -by  unauthorised  closing  of  a sluice 
valve  in  Brans dale  which,  together  with  the  constant  inconvenience 
of  searching  for  unmapped  mains,  caused  much  worry. 

However,  1955  ba.s  been  a very  satisfactory  year  as  regards 
water  supplies,  6:ue  principally  to  the  completion  of  the  regional 
water  scheme  which  has  virtually  meant  that  all  parishes  within  the 
Eirkbymoorside  Rural  District  have  a main  piped  water  supply  ; 
the  only  exceptions  being  isolated  farms  in  Bransdale.  This  is 
a very  great  advantage  in  any  Rural  District  and  the  achievement 
of  supplying  all  Parishes  with  a piped  water  supply  is  something  of 
vrVH  ■'■he  Council  can  be  proud. 
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The  water  scheme  has  entailed  the  'laying  of  some  14,638  yard 
of  3rt ) 4“  6"  mains  and  the  construction  of  a 20,000  gallon 

reservoir  for  Hutton  le  Hole  together  with  the  erection  of  a 
Chlorinator  H0use  at  Lowna  and  the  provision  of  a twin  chlorinato; 
type  AHWM.  An  outline  of  the  work  involved  in  the  scheme  was 
contained  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1952. 

The  emergency  supply  of  water  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water 
Board  is  unquestionably" a great  advantage  to  Kirkbymoorside,  as  s 
during  our  enforced  11  draught”  when  we  obtained  a supply  for  eight; 
days.  Hutton  le  Hole  has  now  been  included  in  the  Kirkbymoorsid 
Gillamoor  and  Fadmoor  Joint  Supply  but  the  increased  consumption 
mot  affect  supplies  to  Kirkbymoorside  until  the  late  summer,  if  a 
all.

The  Farndale  East  Scheme  has  been  completed  during  1953  except 
for  minor  works  remaining  to  complete  the  Contract. 

During  the  year  fifty  water  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Samples  are  collected  each  Wednesday  by  a van  from 
Northallerton  and  the  samples  are  tested  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northallerton.  Of  the  fifty  samples  taken,  thirty- two 
were  satisfactory  and  eighteen  unsatisfactory.  From  deductions 
made  it  appears  that  unsatisfactory  samples  follow  heavy  rain  and 
the  majority  of  these  bad  samples  were  taken  all  during  the  same 
period. 

All  spring  chambers  were  inspected  during  the  year.  Dr.Couper, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  County  Health  Officer,  also 
walked  round  the  Bransdale  Springs.  Aluminium  indicator  stakes 
have  been  erected  at  all  spring  chambers  on  the  Bransdale  side. 

A start  has  been  made  to  record  on  a map  all  mains  and  fittings 
within  the-  Rural  District.  So  far  the  mains  in  Bransdale, 

Glllamoor,  Fadmoor,  Hutton  le  Hole,  Starfitts  Lane  and  part  of 
Kirkbymoorside  have  been  recorded.  Indicator  plates  are  being 
erected  near  to  any  fittings  which  are  not  now  marked. 

All  repairs  to  water  mains,  services,  fittings  etc.  are  being 
carried  out  by  local  tradesmen  and  again  I would  point  out 
the  desirability  of  employing  a man  to  do  this  work.  There  is 
sufficient  work  to  keep  a man  employed  full  time. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Kirby  Mills  have  been  given 
regular  routine  maintenance  during  1953 , but  due  to  their 
inadequacy  samples  of  effluent  have  regularly  been  nbad" . However, 
there  appears  to  be  every  indication  that  the  Council  will  now  go 
ahead  with  the  new  sewage  scheme  and  the  present  difficulties  will 
be  removed. 

During  the  year  a new  sewer  was  constructed  for  the  housing 
site  at  Vivers  Place.  This  consisted  of  approximately  144  yards 
9 11  sewer  and  148  yds.  6I!  sewer.  The  contract  was  carried  out 
by  Messrs.  W.  H.  Hudson  (Builder)  Malton,  a.nd  was  hydraulically 
tested  and  approved  by  this  department. 

The  Joint  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Nawton  in  the  Kirkbymoorside 
Rural  District  and  Harome  and  Beadlam  in  the  Helmsley  Rural  District 
was  completed  during  1953 ^ and,  there  was  commenced,  the  construction 
of  the  Ejector  Station  at  Harome  together  with  the  spun  iron  pumping 
main. 


All  new  drainage  work  is  inspected  by  this  department  and 
tested  hydraulically . 

During  the  year  this  department  has  prepared  a plan  of  all  the 
sewers  in  Kirkbymoorside,  showing  all  manholes  and.  depths  of  inverts 
in  manhole  s. 

The  increasing  number  of  septic  tanks  being  constructed  through: 
out  the  District  causes  some  concern.  Advice  is  being  sought 
constantly  as  to  means  and  methods  for  disposal  of  the  final 
effluent.  If  the  effluent  is  running  to  a stream  a nuisance  will 
be  caused  and.  the  consent  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  is 
required.  If  the  effluent  is  running  to  a soakaway,  choking  up 
occurs  and  of  course  the  onljr  solution  to  these  problems  is  the 
sewering  of  the  villa  ges. 

During  the  year  19  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted  to 
W.C.s  and  thirteen  new  water  closets  constructed  in  new  houses.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

At  the  end  of  1953;  four  men  were  employed  by  the  Council 
to  carry  out  all  manual  work  including  that  of  collecting  and 
and  disposing  of  refuse.  The  total  cost  of  collection  and  dispo 
of  refuse  in  1953  was  £1,174*  5*  7d.  There  is  a weekly  collect 
of  refuse  in  Kirkbymoorside,  Nawton,  Wombleton  and  Welburn  and  a 
monthly  service  in  other  villages. 

At  the  beginning  of  1953  the  attention  of  the  Council  was  dr| 
to  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  Bedford  Refuse  Collecting 
vehicle  and  it  was  decided,  following  the  inspection  of  the  old 
vehicle  that  a new  vehicle  would  be  purchased.  Traders  were  invj 
to  bring  suitable  lorries  to  Kirkbymoorside  for  inspection  and  it 
was  decided  to  purchase  a 4-'ton  Bedford  with  a 10  cu.  yd.  capacit 
body  from  Ryedale  Garages  (1946)  limited,  Kirkbymoorside.  The 
delivery  of  this  vehicle  is  still  awaited  and  following  its 
delivery  it  is  hoped  to  re-organise  and  improve  the  refuse  collect 
service. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping.  There  are  two  tips  i: 
operation  : one  at  Gillamoor  Road,  Kirkbymoorside  and  one  at  Nawt< 
Partially  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  as  it  is  not  possibl 
to  have  fully-controlled  tipping  due  to  insufficiency  of  labour. 
The  tip  at  Gillamoor  Road, Kirkbymoorside, is  being  rapidly  filled 
and  it  is  recommended  that  a new  site  be  procured  as  early  as 
possible. 

At  the  present  time  no  salvage  is  recovered  from  the  refuse 
there  being  over  5 tons  of  baled  waste  paper  in  stock  for  which  w 
have  not  been  able  to  make  a sale. 

It  must  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  once  again, 
that  the  .provision  of  a service  for  the  emptying  of  septic  tan] 
ash-pits  etc.  is  a desirability. 


FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 

A constant  check  has  been  made  on  all  premises  in  which  foodj 
is  handled  for  human  consumption,  and  a satisfactory  standard  of 
cleanliness  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  district. 

Under  section  14  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act  I93 8;  the  Council  If 
required  to  register  various  food  premises..  In  all  there  are 
fifteen  food  premises  registered  under  this  section  of  the  Rural  ■■ 
District  being  made  up  of  six  premises  registered  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed,  picklec 
or  preserved  foods  and  nine  premises  for  the  sale  and  storage  of 
ice  cream  i ncluding  one  also  for  the' manufacture  of  ice  cream. 
During  1953  there  were  five  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  for  examine! 
four  of  which  proved  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory,  the 
unsatisfactory  sample  proved  satisfactory  on  subsequent  examinatic1 

Ryedale  Daries,  Wombleton,  are  the  principal  retailers  of  mil 
within  the  Rural  District  and  the  only  dairy  registered  under  the  |, 
Milk  Regulations,  1949.  Milk  from  this  dairy  is  delivered  to  nea  i 
all  parishes  and  samples  of  the  milk  for  retail  sale  are  taken, 
both  by  this  Department,  and  by  the  North  Riding-  County  Council,; 
all  samples  being  of  a satisfactory  standard  and  conforming 
to  sta.tutory  ^requirements . 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  condemn  any  food  during  th 
year  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  any  food  condemned  previously 
has  been  buried  on  the  Council's  tip. 
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FACTORIES 

There  are  thirty  factories  within  the  Kirkbymoorside  Rural 
District  within  the  meaning  of  Section  8 of  the  Factories  Act, 

1937.  An  inspection  of  the  larger  factories  was  carried  out 
during  the  j^ear. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  constant  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  has  continued  during 
the  year,  and  all  reported  infestations  have  been  successf ully 
dealt  with  by  the  Rodent  Operative  using  "Warfarin".  The  Joint 
Scheme  of  employing  the  Operative  in  conjunction  with  Helmsley  Rural 
District  Council  has  proved  successful  and  the  Council's  obligations 
under  The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  have  been  carried 
out  efficiently. 

PRIVATE  RE  CHARGEABLE  WORKS 

Rechargeable  work  to  the  value  of  £36.19.3^  was  carried  out  by 
this  Department  during  1953- 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Public  Conveniences  in  the  Market  Place,  Kirkbymoorside, 
continue  to  be  an  advantage  in  the  town.'  The  total  receipts  during 
the  year  were  £12.  5* 

CIVIL  BUILDING-  CONTROL  AND  BUILDINS  PLANS 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Regulations  for  the 
control  of  Civil  Building  are  being  greatly  relaxed,  and  it  was 
only  necessary  to  issue  seven  Building  Licences  during  1953* 

Six  of  these  were  for  the  erection  of  dwellings.
